Set awards to the 100 cospanies end their 130 affiHates which received the 
largest volume of solitary prime contract award* during Fiscal Year 1958 (1 July 
1957 to 30 June 1953) amounted to 74.2$ of the U. 8. total. This ratio cojqiare* 
with 68;4$ received hy the top 100 companies and 153 affiliates in Fiscal Year 
1957. 


The aaourrt of awards to these coepaniea reflects a 25$ increase in the propor¬ 
tion of defense contracts awarded for aircraft and guided missiles. In Fiscal Year 
1958 procurement of aircraft and missiles accounted for 50 $ of all military prime 
contract awards of $10,000 or more, coepared to 39$ in Fiscal Year 1957* 

The increase In the percent of total awarded to the firat two companies on the 
list, Boeing Airplane Co. and Qenaral Dynamics Corporation, vos as large as the net 
increase in the entire list of 100. Contracts with Boeing increased from $907 million 
in Fiscal Year 1957 to $2,131 million in Fiscal Year 1958. Practically all of the 
Boeing awards were in the programs for 3-52 bombers, KC-135 Jet tankers, and the Bonarc 
sdssile. Most of the General Dynamics awards, which increased from $1,018 million to 
$I->383 million, were for work of the Coavsir Division on the Atlas Missile program, 
certain Navy missiles, the P-102 and F-L06 fighter aircraft, aoi the B-58 bomber, with 
smaller amounts going to Electric Boat and other divisions for submarines and other 
products. The percent of total awarded to these two companies Increased from 10.2$ 
in Fiscal Year 1957 to 16.2$ in Fiscal Year 1958. 

There were many upward and downward shifto in awards to other companies, and 20 
companies on the Fiscal Year 1957 Hat are not among the top 100 in Fiscal Year 1958. 
Douglas Aircraft obtained 1.1$ more of the U* S. total than in Fiscal. Year 1957 and 
General Electric obtained 1.0$ less. Bo other shifts in awards to Hated companies 
involved mors than 7/10 of 1$ of the total. 

Twenty-four of the top 25 companies are engaged mainly in the missile and aircraft 
prcgmme. Their awards amounted to 56$ of the value of all defense contracts of $10,000 
or acre. Aircraft and missile production la the major part of the military business of 
more than half of the 100 cosgumies on the Hat, and most of the others appear on the 
list'because of their contracts in related programs, such ne electronics, fuels and pro¬ 
pellants, and the construction of airfields, missile bases and warning systems. Many 
of these cos$*nies have committed all or the principal part of their p?.ant» and facili¬ 
ties, located in many communities throughout the country, to thec-e programs of production 
for modern defense. 

A very substantial portion of the prime contract awards to these large manufacturers 
la subcontracted out to other concerns for eespenenta, parts and services. The prime 
contractors on this Hat who participate in the Department of Defense Small Business Sub¬ 
contracting Program account for 90$ of the total awards to the top 100 companies. Reports 
received from these companies show that iu Fiscal Tear 1958 54$ of their military receipts 
were subcontracted out, and that more than one-third of the subcontracted amounts went to 
small businets "iras. Thua less than half of the prian contract funds were retained by 
these manufacturers for work in their own plants. 

The Hat of 100 for Fiscal Year 1958 is shown in Table 1 attached, and the list for 
Fiscal Year 1957 is shown in Table 2.
